There was nothing in Ver- 
non Booher’s manner during 
early examination of the farm 
after the crime to indicate 
that he was’ connected with 
the quadruple murder perpe- 
trated at the Booher farm, 
five miles north of Manville 
on July 9 last, of Mrs. 
Henry (Eunice) Booher, her 
son Fred, 24, and. two hired 
men, Gabriel Goromby and 
Wasyl Rosyck, according to 
testimony given by Dr. J. D. 
Heaslip on the witness stand 
at the opening of the charge 
against Vernon for the mur- 
ders in the criminal court be- 
fore Chief Justice W. C. Sim- 
mons of the trial division, su- 
preme court of Alberta. |
